Vessels Burning on the Beach. 
For hours after Admiral Cervera went 
aboard the Gloucester, the Infanta Maria 
Teresa, Almirante Oquendo, and Vizcaya 
continued to burn and every now and then a 
deep roar, accompanied by a burst of flame 
and smoke from the sides of the ships, would 
announce the explosion of more ammunition 
or another magazine. As the flames shot

Wainwright Was on the Maine. 


Lieutenant Commander Wainwright, the

Spaniards Poor Marksmen. | 

The most remarkable feature of the com- 
bat was the fact that, notwithstanding the 
utter destruction of the Spanish fleet and 
the hard fight those ships made, even after 
they were on fire, the American veseels 
should escape without injury. The only 
possible explanation of this is “the poor 
marksmanship of the Spanish gunners, 
which has been so well demonstrated in 
every other conflict of the war.

There is no means of telling now what 
the Spanish loss was, but it is believed to 
have been heavy, as prisoners in custody re- 
port their decks strewn with dead and 
wounded in great numbers, and, besides, 
there ig a statement that many bodies could 
be seen fastened to the pleces of the wreck- 
age floating in the sea after the fighting was 
over. A large number of the Spanish wound-

Sortie Not Expected. 


There can be no doubt that Admiral Cer 
vera's plan to escape from Santiago harbor 
wae entirely unexpected by Admiral Samp- 
son. The best evidence of this fact is that 
when the Spanish vessels were seen coming 
out of the harbor the flagship New York 
was seven miles away, steaming toward 
＋ — the military base, nine miles east 
of Morro. 


New York Not In It.

SECOND DAY'S FIGHT BEGINS. 
Shafter’s Artillery Opens Upon the 


City of Santiago Early Sat- 
urday Morning. 


On the Hill, near Dl Paso, before Santiago 
de Cuba, Saturday, July 2.—[Copyright, 1898, 
by Associated Press.]—Four batteries of ar- 
tillery,’ which were placed in position this 
morning, began the day with bombarding 
the San Juan quarter of Santiago and the 
Spanish position in front of ourright.

You will readily recognize the 
error of this view when we remind you that 
the extraordinary demand for white paper 
has materially increaged its cost; that the 
normal expenses of newsgathering, incident 
to the war, and the telegraphic transmis- 
sions of the same, are enormously increased, 
while the usual receipts from commercial 
advertising are greatly reduced because of 
the genera! disturbance of business con- 
ditions. 

The four amendments to your bylaws con- 
stituting your demand mean a large ad- 
vance in the existing scale of wages, shorten 
the working day to seven hours, and make 
other important changes which are disad- 
vantageous, and we believe unfair to our 
interest. We believe that neither the gen- 
eral condition of the newspaper business at 
this time nor a fair comparison of your 
present wages with those paid to other lines 
of similarly qualified labor justifies these 
demands. 

We believe that our individual dealings 
with trades unions in the past should fur- 
nish the best assurance of our purpose to go 
to the farthest reasonable limits in the fair 
remuneration of our employés, but you must 
certainly recognize that there is a limit be- 
yond which we cannot wisely go, and that 
limit we believe is fully expressed by the 


paper tradesunionsof Chicago. 

We submit a new contract, similar in all 
its provisions to the old one, with the addi-

To this the publishers re- 
plied, through their chairman, that none 
of the demands of the Stereotypers’ union 
would be acceded to. It was proposed to 
the committee of the union at this meet- 
ing that conferences or arbitration might 
be resorted to even yet, to which the reply 
of the chairman of the union committee 
was that they desired no conferences and 


ers did not then and there accede to the de- 


state, on behalf of the union, that no 8- 
paper would appear in Ohicago on Satur- 
day morning, nor on any other morning 
until these demands had been acceded to. 

It was suggested on behalf of the pub- 
lishers that possibly the members of the 
Stereotypers union did not fully under- 
stand the case as it had been presented 
to the publishers; that, to the knowledge 


and conservative men in the member- 
ship of the Stereotypers’ union, and the 
question was asked if it would not be de- 
sirable in the interest of all parties to the 
controversy that the publishers as a 
body, or some one or more of them, 
should proceed to the meeting of the 
union and address it on the 
subject, stating clearly and without pos- 
sibility of misinterpretation the attitude of 
the publishers. 

All of the publishers present signified a 
willingness to attend this meeting of the 
Stereotypers’ union and to discuss with that 
organization, or any of its members, the 
points in controversy. The committee of 
the union thereupon withdrew, and. some 
time thereafter, being late the same even- 
ing of July 1, returned And reported that 
they had submitted the proposition of the 
publishers to the union and that the union 


had unanimously refused to hear the pub- 


lishers’ side of the controversy. The com- 


‘mittee added, also, that it was obliged to.
